Goshen held the first Goshen Relays 48 
years-ago and they have been going strong 
ever since. In those 48 years, there has been 
a good share of bad weather.

Soon a group of 
young men hover over the car and have 
a hard time opening the hood due to the 
apparatus of the engine. For these new 
inexperienced mechanics, the chal- 
lenge, to fix an old beater, is left in the 
hands of the Auto- Mechanics class and 
their experienced instructor, Paul Wil- 
liams. 

Auto-Mechanics is a three hour 
course broken down into one hour of 
instruction and two hours are working 
on cars or practicing new techniques.

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It was a cold, wet night in South Bend. The 
night the dream ended. The South Bend 
Clay Colonials did what hasn't been done 
in nearly two years: they defeated the grid- 
iron specialists from Goshen and broke the 
22-game winning streak, along with the 
hearts of many Redskin fans. 

The steady rain pelted down onto the 100 
yard snow-covered pasture to create some- 
what melancholy playing conditions. It 
seemed as if the Redskins had their 23rd 
consecutive victory well in hand . . . until the 
Colonials scored on an 82-yard touchdown 
run from scrimmage. That is when the heart- 
aches began. Very few people could believe 
this 2-6 team from South Bend could down 
the mighty Redskins from Goshen. 

This single defeat, however, should not 
overshadow all the success this group of sen- 
iors has had in the past four years of play. 

As freshmen, they went undefeated with a 
7-0 record. A year later, the JV team went 7- 
1, losing only to Warsaw. That same year, 
many of these sophomores were on the varsity 
roster and were part of the team that went 



10-2, along with taking sectional champ hon- 
ors. Jason Bechtel, Matt Deal, Jim Hoke, 
Jeff Miller, and Line Miller were all starters 
on that '87 team. 

The 1988 season proved to be a big one for 
the seniors of today. An 8-0 regular season, 
followed by a sectional, regional, semi-state, 
and state championship proved to everyone 
that we were the best team in class 4A. It was 
the ultimate success in the careers of today's 
seniors. Jody Neer and Shaun Beachy joined 
the other five mentioned starters, as regulars. 
Ben Eldridge and Chris Goley were also 
starters in the beginning of the season before 
injuries hampered their playing ability. Also, 
the juniors who played on the JV team went 
undefeated with an 8-0 season. 

Finally their senior year had come, and 
some of the most successful players in Go- 
shen High School football history had the 
burden of being state champs, and very high- 
ly ranked in the state polls. Due in part to an 
intimidating defense (one of the best in 
school history), the team went undefeated in 
the regular season once again in their bril- 



liant careers. After the defeat at South Bend 
Clay in the opening round of the sectional, 
the high school football careers of one of the 
most successful groups of seniors in Goshen 
High School football history was over. 

A look back at the cumulative records of 
this years' seniors, shows that they own a 54-4 
overall record.
